In common with all faithful pastors, the subject of 
this notice found trials in the work, and his very sen- 
sitive, sympathetic nature felt them deeply. We find 
inthe early part ot his ministry a record which he 
makes of “a severe tnal caused by the inconsistent 
walk of one of his members, which cost him “ sleepless 
nights.” In later years, this was the inevitable conse- 
quenee of any special cause of anxiety, and this toa 
person of bis delicate constitution and nervous tem- 
perament, was a most serious Consequence. Indeed, 
his death may be traced to “sleepless nights,” many 
in succession, from causes connected with his pastoral 
relations. The result was dyspepsia, and extreme 
nervous debility and depression—the most distressing 
of all diseases, because it so preys on the mental or- 
ganization as to derange the exercise of faith and hope 

-which, in a few months, laid him in a grave, which 
seems to us untimely. Ile was taken from the midst 
of vigorous and mature life, with judgment and expe- 
rience well ripened. He was taken from an affection- 
ate and dependent family, a wife, whose very existence 
seemed bound up with his, and three small children 
looking to him as guide and protector, and an aged 
mother, who was leaning on his arm to support her 
last tottering footsteps, and brothers and sisters, to 
whom hislove and care were above all price, and from 
the vineyard of the Lord, where such laborers are great- 
ly needed, and by these mysterious means, and under 
these distressing circumstances.

his sight might allow, a course of theological reading 


quite in accordance with his natural taste. re- 


ile was ordained pastor of the Baptist church in 
Princeton, Mass, in July, 1834. Rey. Dr. Pattison 
preached on the occasion, aud the father of the can- 
didate gave the charge. This connection with this 
people was very pleasant, and tothe end of life he 
spoke of it with the fondness of a first love. He af- 
terwards settled successively in three other towns in 
his native State-——Amberst, Bellingham, and North 
Attleboro’, being seventeen years in the ministry, and 
never suspending his pastoral labors but three months 
until his last sickness. In all the churches and com- 
respect due toa gentleman ot pure and elevated char 
acter. and the love and esteem due to an able and 
faithful minister of the gospel.

The Missionary Swartz, one 
day meta Hindoo dancing master, with his female 
pupil, and told them that no unholy persons shall en- 
ter into the kingdom of heaven. “ Alas, sir,” said 
the poor girl, “in that case, hardly any Europeans 
will everenter it,” and passed on. This is eloquence 
which onght to reach millions of hearts. 

Here is aspecimen of preaching from the lips of 
a native Nestorian preacher, which both in spirit and 
language is worthy of being imitated by our pastors: 
“Meet the truth like men, for we shall not cease to 
pursue you, where ever you are, with the sword of the 
Spirit. If you come to church, you will meet it here. 
If you stay stay in your house, we shall reach you 
there. If you go to your fields, we shall go after you 
there. If we find you in the streets, there we shall 
address you; and if you are in your stables, thither 
also we shall go and reclaim you to God. Since then 
there is no escape for you, meet the truth, and yield 
yourselves to God.” 

Here is eloquence of a somewhat different order 
from the lips ofa Greenlander, “ When in summer 
we carry a light, usually dry moss soaked with oil, 
from one tent to another, from which burning flakes 
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fall to the ground, they quickly set the grass on fire. 
Thus, when our Saviour came upon earth, he brought 
fire along with Ilim, and scattered it around among 
men. And now he sends his servants forth into all 
the world, even unto us with his word : this they have. 
scattered amongst us, and it has enkindled and put life 
into our hearts, so that we no longer walk in darkness, 
as do others.” 

Was any figure ever more beautiful than this? An 
Indian chieftain in the early settlement of New Eng- 
land, invited a minster to settle asa missionary among 
his tribe. To induce him todo so, he said: “ You 
shall be to us as one who stands by a running stream, 
filling inmany vessels.” 

And, that we may not be tedious,or preach a ser- 
mon where we only intended a hint, we refer to a 
poor colored man in the West Indies, who, when a 
missionary called on his congregation to render some 
small aid in disseminating the gospel, this poor man, 
with a wooden leg, came torward, and putting his hand 
into one pocket, pulled out some silver, saving, 
“ That's for me, massa ;” and taking another parcel 
from another pocket, said, “ That’s for my wife, nvas- 
sa;" and from another still, (in all thirteen dollars,) 
* That's for my child, massa.” When asked if it were 
not too much to give, he replied, with noble eloquence, 
* (fad’s work must be done, massa, and I may be dead.”

REV. THOMAS BALDWIN, D. D. 


AMONG the ministers of the State, whose memories 
are tast tading away, but which will be honored as long 
fret pastor ur utesaban Nhomas Jaldain. DD., the 
never seen any lnographical sketch of a man who from 
the humblest position became the acknowledged head 
and leader of his denomination in New England, we 
are indaced to give the meagre intormation respecting 
him which we could gather from a few aged persons 
who survive of his parishioners, and two or three other 
insuflicient sources. 

The town of Canaan was granted by charter in 1761 
to sixty-two individuals, of whom all but ten belonged 
to Connecticut. They probably belonged to Canaan 
in that State,and hence the name given to the new 
territory they had purchased. The first chureh organ- 
ized was gathered in the year 1780, and over it Rev. 
Thomas Baldwin was ordained in 1783, as its first pas- 
tor. He was born in 1753, in Norwich, Conn.,and in 
early lite removed with others ot his neighbors to this 
distant outpost, which was then little better than a 
wilderness. Commencing lite in poverty, he was cast 
upon his own energy and invention as soon as he left 
the paternal roof. Of a muscular frame, and active 
habits and a mechanical genius, he could turn his hand 
to any thing, and succeed in what he attempted. 
Sometimes he employed himself as a blacksmith, torg- 
ing ploughshares instead of theological arguments ; 
but his general occupation was that of a carpenter. 
There are buildings still standing which are pointed 
out as the memorials ot his handiwork. 

Whale yet a young man, not probably with a fami- 
ly, as he was pursuing his humble but honest callings; 
his mind was arrested by religious truth, and the 
Spint of God. After atime of anxious thought and 
earnest strugule, relief came. An aged gentleman 
who knew him well, pointed out to us the very spot 
in the yet standing forest, where light first broke upon 
histaiud. Ile was probably engaged in procuring or 
bewing the socks of tumber which were to make the 
frame work of the building he was about to erect, 
when deliverance came, and

The aged neighbor to whom we have referred, now 
between 50 and 90 years old, remembers the very ex- 
pressions Mr. Baldwin used, when at the time he re- 
lated the change in his views and feelings, as he was 
employed alone in the forest. All things were full of 
(rod, and spoke of Giod—the trees, the skies, the hills, 
every thing he saw, and heard, and thought of; and 
prowpted by the new joy he felt, he gave utterance 
to his emotions in loud and ardent expressions of ad- 
oration and praise. Oar venerable triend intorms us 
that as the people of his day had neither meeting- 
house nor minister, they were accustomed to meet at 
se hool-houses and private dwellings, and Mr. Baldwin 
being a fluent reader, he was requested to read the 
hymns and sermons tor the occasion even before he 
became a Christian. After bis conversion, by request 
of the Baptist church with which he had united, for 
some time he conducted the religious exercises at 
public meetings, and in August, 1782, for the first 
time ventured fo take a text and preach a doctrinal 
and methodical sermon, his previous exercises having 
been mainly hortatory ot upon religious experience, 
as was then the prevalent custom in the Baptist 
churches. At the request of the church he was or- 
dained as an evangelist, June 11, 1783, and for seven 
years besides performing the duties of a pastor at 
home, he preached often during the week in the towns 
within a circle of fifty miles, chiefly at his own charg- 
es, sometimes receiving small presents from the grate- 
ful but poor people “ to whom he went preaching the 
gospel,” but never any thing from a subscription or 
contribution, Nor was there any stated salary raised 
fur his support by his own church, unee at that day 
the denomination was invineibly prejudiced against 
paying ministers for their labors, t ugh all the peo- 
we were very willing to be paid for their own. Mr. 
Jaldwin was therefore obliged to copy the apostolic 
example, and work with his own hands tur the support 
of his growing family, hewing tanber and framin 
houses during the week and preaching a free gospe 
in adouble sense on the Sabbath. Nor coubl he 
work without interruption, being often called away 
from bis engagements to visit the sick and attend tu- 
nerals, till at length, poor and driven almost to des- 

ration, be informed the people that they must pay 
ie enough to hire a common laborer to work for 
him, if they demanded his services beth on the Sab- 
bath and the week. This extravagant proposition 
they were not suady to comply with, maialy, as we 
are told, threugh the influence of two ambitious dea- 
vons, who thought they could preach as well as the 
“Elder,” and wished to “improve their gifts,” tor 
] which the old people say there was wide scope. So 
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, ular preacher, beloved by all, by all 
‘en oy ue for the want of a compensation tor hia 
services suflicient to pay a common laborer ! . 

In 1790, when be was in his Sith vear, he was in- 
vited to become the pastor of the Second Baptist 
church in Boston, with which he continued to be con- 
nected till his death in 1825, which occurred very 
suddenly at Waterville, Maine, where he bad gone to 
attend the College Commencement, aged i years. 

For several years he was a member of the Legisla- 
ture of this State, and after bis removal to Boston Was 
amember of the Convention for revising the Constt- 
tution, and just before his death was a candidate tor 
elector of President and Vice President of the U nited 
The aged people who remember him in Ca- 
f him in terms of warm affection and 
high admiration, both for the generosity of his natare, 
and his gentle, persuasive power at a preacher. 
While his person was commanding, hie manner was 
gracetul and @asy ; and words “ fitty spoken poured 
from bis lips like water from a fall fountain. He of- 
ten reterned to his first parish on a visit, when the 
whole town turned out to hear him on the Sabbath. 
His natural powers must have been strong to enable 
him, with so many disadvantages in vouth, to main- 
tain his position in Boston, and exert so strong an in 
fluence over bis denomination, at the same time his 
vety and aflectionate disposition won for him so many 
Leasta Ile was not a learned man; but few have 
been more popular in the pulpit, judicious in council, 
useful in influence or action, than the poor Canaan 
carpenter. 

We visited the eravevard. The oldest stone erect- 
ed in it. was by the hand of Dr. Baldwin, It is an hum- 
ble stone, dug from the neighboring grounds, and 
crumbling awav. We knelt down to decipher the 
halfdestroved words which make the inscription, and, 
with the atid of others who had read it years ago, we 
made it out as follows:

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nameless. A paper, published not a hundred miles 
from Boston, sought, a few weeks since, to convict the 
journal in question of having proved false to the prin- 
ciples and spirit of freedom. The proof of this was 
not found in the general current and testimony of the 
paper, but in certain explanatory remarks touching the 
late visit of Dr. Feiler to Boston. It was thereupon, 
inferred that tl paper had become alien to humani- 
ty, the “standard bearer was dead, and the standard 
trailed in the dust.”. That the remarks complained of 
were true, may be determined from the fact that no re- 
ply to them hasever been made. They stand uncontra- 
dicted. There was a disposition in the mind of the 
assailant fo make out a case. To do this, be, of course, 
would not quote colamn atter column of pointed and 
emphatic expression, appearing as occasion required 
it. Articles of that description would never answer 
for him. They would never find a place in his col- 
umns But watching his opportunity he finds some 
comments which he can abuse and make tell against 
the paper which he dislikes, because he wants its 
subseribers ! 

The other case is that of the organ of a certain So- 
ciety vaunting itself on its being par excellence, 
“Free.” That paper never yet found it convenient to 
quote a single anti-slavery expression from the jour- 
nal to which we have referred, although mostly made 
up of liberal extracts from all other papers that ever 
speak out on this subject.

He has 
his corn plot, his plot of mangel wurtzel, or a hay, for 
potatoes, for hemp, &c. He is his own master, and he, 
therefore, and every braneh of his family, have the 
strongest motive for constant exertion. You see the 
‘lL effect of this in his industry and his economy. 

In Germany nothing is lost. The produce of the 
trees and the cows is carried to market; much froit 
is dried for winter use. You see it lving in the sun 
todry. You see strings of them hanging from their 
chamber windows in the sun. ‘The cows are kept up 
for the greater part of the year, and every green 
thing is collected tor them. Every little nook where 
the grass grows, by roadside, and river, and brook, is 
carefully cut with the sickle, and carried home on the 
heads of the women and children in baskets, or tied 
in large cloths. Nothing of any kind that can posi 
bly be made any use of is lost ; weeds, nettles, hay, the 
very goose grass Which covers waste places, is cut and 
taken for the cows. You see the little children stand- 
ing in the streets of the villages, in the streams which 
generally run down them, busy washing these weeds 
before they are given to the cattle. 

They collect the leaves of the marsh grass, carefully 
cut their potato tops for them, and even if other things 
fail, gather green leaves from the woodlands. One 
cannot help thinking continually of the enormous 
waste of such things in England—ot the vast quanti-

year to year springs and dies, but which, if carefully
